Woods like beech, birch, niaule. ash, 
poplar and others that are not ordi­ 
narily used for fence po-ts, can he 
mad*1 as durable as locu-t or cedar by 
a preservative treatment with creosote. 
This treatment does not consist simply 
In painting the i»o.st with creosote or 
in dipping it in creosote. While these 
treatments do some good, they do not 
insure deep penetration of the creosote 
j into tlie wood or the tilling of the 
cracks and season checks. 
The best preservative treatment con­ 
sists in heating the posts in boiling hot 
creosote for 30 to 00 minutes, then 
leaving them in the tank until the 
liquid has cooled. 
The creosote will 
lie forced deeply into the wood ami 
thus fill nil checks and cracks and 
form an exterior shell of treated wood 
that "ill prevent rotting. 
An old, dis­ 
carded gasoline drum with the top cut 
out, set up -o that n fire may bo built 
beneath, makes an excellent treating 
tank at little expense.
